An account was given some 
time ago of how Senator Hearst tmcl 
stricken out of the River and Harbor 
bill the olnusa instructing the Secretary 
of War to bring suit agninsfc hydraulic 
miners in California who are filling tip 
the navigable rivers with debris, as it 
was stated that the Secretary of War 
would not tiae any portion for the im- 
provement of the Sacramento aud San 
Joaquin rivers until he was satisfied that 
Uydraulic raining had closed. 
When 


Hearst succeeded in eliminating from 
t'ue Kiver and Harbor bill the clause 
against hydraulic: mining, 
McKenca 


went quietly to work to have it restored 
through Mnrkhnrn, who is on the com- 
mittee and was one ol the oor.ffreeH. 
J.IcKenrm had the clause restored in 
conference, anil yesterday it passed both 
houses, Senator Hearst not knowing 
anything about it. 
The River and Har- 


bor bill now directs the Secretary of 
War to bring suit against hydraulic, min- 
ers aud compel them to cease deposit- 
lag miuing debris in navigable streams. 


The Index says:

our ranting elocutionists could only take 
a few lessons from Mrs. Parker, who 
recited before a Carson audience at the 
Opera House last Saturday evening.

survey of San Francisco harbor to $12,- 
000; Redwood creek to $500; Blokel- 
uinne river to $2,500. The Cabinet 
was in session three hours yesterday 
and discussed the Cutting and Arresnres 
cases. 


The Index of Wednesday says: The

I wish to &ay a few things to the girls 


and boys about manners. A great many 
children and youug persons think it will 
ae time enough to attend to manners 
when they become young man and wo- 
men.

ners we mean conduct or behavior of 
any kind, but more particularly in our 
intercourse with one another. 
Good or 


bad manners will show themselves in 
our own homes; and then not with their 
company manners on, but iu their every 
day manners. Many a boy, many it 
girl, would be ashamed to speak and act 
in other people's houses as they do iu 
their own. They can be respectful and 
polite wlicn oway from home, while to 
their own parents and to their brothers 
and sisters, they are very disrespectful, 
unkind and rude. If a boy should 
speak to his father's mother as he docs 
to his own mother, or if he should be us 
surly and unkind to bia friend's sisters 
as he is to his own sisters, we do Dot 
thinls he would be asked to visit that 
friend's houae more than once. 
It ie u 


shame for anyone to behave better 
away from home than he does at his 
own home. Let the boys and girls kuo<v 
that bad manners at home will soon be 
known to all the neighbors and friends. 
The very essence of good manners is to 
be found in a kind tboughtfnlness of 
others, while selfishness will always 
produce bad manners. Either of these 
traits will be sure to show itself. 
The 


boy who is thoughtful and considerate 
of his mother and his brothers and 
sisters is a gentleman and everybody 
who knows him will find it out, while 
the .selfish boy will sooner or later re- 
veul his character and everybody will 
dislike him. 
And again, the boy whose 


manners are good at home is sure to 
have good manners everywhere,—Ex- 
change. 


The annual report of Edwin C. Fowler,

53,t!14; increase during year, 2,362; 
number of presidential offices, 2,265; 
increase during year, 32; number of 
fourth-class offices, 51,349; increase dur- 
ing year, 2,320. 


Appointments have been made dur- 


ing the year as follows: On resignations 
and co'iuaiissions expired, 9,112 — in- 
crease during the year, 2,908; on remov- 
als and suspensions, 
9.5G6 — increase 


during the year, 8,75G; on deaths of 
Postmasters, 587 — increase during the 
year, 175; on establishment of new Post- 
offices, 3/182 — increase during the year, 
1,361; total number of appointments 
made during the year, 22,747 — increase 
during the year, 13,200. 


Of the establishment of now Postof- 


fices, the six New England States hud 51, 
with 1 discontinuance; the five Middle 
Status and tlie District of Columbia had 
261 establishments, and no discontinu- 
ances; the twelve Southern Stales and 
Indian Territory had 1,444 new offices; 
the Pacific Slope 111, and 8 discontin- 
ued; the remaining Btates and Territor- 
ies of the West and Northwest 523 new 
establishments, and i!3 offices cliscon- 
ued. Virginia heads the list of States, 
with 197 new offices. 


The 
entire number of presidential 


offices is 2,265, an increase of 32 during 
the year. 
Of these the largest number 


is in New York, 21G; Illinois next. 182; 
Pennsylvania, 158; Ohio, 133; Massa- 
chusetts aud lawn, 121 each,

Over 15,000 letters a day 


to be examined, assorted and disposed 
of! What a large corps of eleikn is 
needed for the work, and how quickly, 
skillfully aud mechanically it goes on! 
In the first room the letters are opened 
and assorted, tin se containing money 
or articles of value gumy onu way and 
all the otheis gome another. 
A simple 


motion slits open an envelope with un- 
erring precision. 
Ton letter is with- 


drawn, unfolded, folded, replaced. 
The 


next letter the same. 
How fust the 


heaps of the examined letters grow, but 
the work does not end, for the supply is 
nevur exhausted, bui, is constantly re- 
plenished as the letters are passed on. 
Here, as in many other departments, 
the work is several days or weeks be- 
hind timn, and fresh appropriations are 
ue«ded /or more workers. 


The obeued letters containing inolos- 


urcs of value are restored to the send- 
ers when practicable, otherwise they are 
recorded and filed away, and may be re- 
claimed ut any time. Other letters are 
not recorded. 
They are returned to the 


wuters, if possible, and when the writers 
can, not be found, thn letters are de- 
stroyed. In the year 1884, mure than 
17,000 letters contained money, umouut- 
mg to nearly $34,000. 
Some 20,000 


letters contained drafts, checks, rnoncy- 
orijars, etc., to the value 
of more 


thau $1,500,000. 
Some idea of tho 


growth of the postal service in the 
United States for a century may be 
formed when we consider in this con- 
nection the statement quoted from a 
postal report, in 1788, "3(55 valuable let- 
ters have accumulated in the department 
since 1777." Many thousand letters 
are received annually containing photo- 
graphs, postage stamps and articles of 
merchandise. Thousands of letters are 
deposited yearly in the postofflce bear- 
ing no superscription whatever, and all 
snob of course are forwarded to the 
Dead Letter Office for examination. 
Easter cards and Christmas cards are 
received by the gross. Tbesa are dis- 
tribnted once a month 
among 
the 


children in hospitals. All reading mat- 
ter received, papers and magazines, are 
distributed among ndults in hospitals. 


Countries «r Forest Destruction. 


S.F> Bulletin. 


In considering the effect of the de- 


struction of the forests of thn United 
States the experience of China should 
have great weight. 
Through age and 


dense population the larger portion of 
the Empire has been denuded of woods 
for centuries past, and the result has 
been floods, droughts, famines and cy- 
clones on a scale almost unparalleled 
elsewhere. 
The Hoang-Ho, or Yellow 


river, draining a region of 
300,000 


square miles in extent, with a popula- 
tion, of 100,000,000, flows through a 
comparatively treeless region, and is 
subject to the most devastating floods. 
>The Yangtze, with similar conditions, is 
equally destructive, and the Peiho, the 
Min and other rivers nre of like char- 
aater. 
China proper is interlaced with 


natural and artificial water courses and 
subject to recurrent floods, and where 
the destruction of timber has been the 
most complete, the most appalling inun- 
dations, long and frequent droughts and 
terrible famines have occurred. 
The 


voluminous aud exact reoorda of China, 
contained in the great official encyclo- 
pedia, afford the evidence of the enor- 
mous loss of life and property from 
floods during n period of u thousand 
years. This, however, so far as destruc- 
tion of human life is concerned, is a 
mere bujratello compared with the rava- 
ges of drought and famine, with tha 
fearful accompaniment of cannibalism, 
In ten centuries 626 dioughls are re- 
corded, 
involving frequent famines. 


The great famine which prevailed in the 
northern provinces from 1876 lo 1879 
was one of the most frightful calamities 
whinh ever bofell the 
hutnim 
race. 


About 13,000,000 persons perished from 
starvation aud causes incident thereto. 
Cannibalism was rampant—human tleth 
was openly exposed for sale. The of- 
ficial report says tbnt "in the earlier 
part of tha distress the living fed on the 
bodies of the dead; next the strong de- 
voured the weak, and now the general 
destitution has arrived ut such a climax 
that men devour those of their owullesh 
and blood." 
There are no positive data 


regarding tornadoes in Cb.hu, but thoy 
are known to be frequent and destruc- 
tive ou the great, treeless plains. 


The "China Famine Relief Commit- 


tee" at Shanghai, comprising a large 
body of foreigners /mm Europe mid 
America of the highest iuti=lligf HOB, and 
long residents of China, many of them 
having special 
scientific 
knowledge, 


made a full report of the famine and its 
causes, in which they attributed it pri- 
marily to the destruction of tho forests 
and the consequent desiccation of the 
soil. They hold that ths recurrence of 
like disasters may be in duo time pre- 
vented by the scientific development of 
the coal mines of the country ns a sub 
stitute for the reckless use of the forests 
for firewood, the preservation of tho re 
mnining timbpr and the planting of trees 
on a large scalp.

An old nntl Valued Oliizeu Pusses 


The following from last evening's 


Gazette expresses the JOURNAL'S feel- 
ings BO fully and so plainly sets forth 
the past life of one of Reno's best citi- 
zens, that we republish it: 


Robert A. Frazer, one of Washoe 
county's pioneers, died at his resi- 
dence this morning, a little after 
7 o'clock, of blood poisoning. 
He 
was among the best and most fa- 
vorably known men of the county. 
He was born in Monroe, Nevv 
Hampshire, October, 
1834, emi- 
grated to California in 1855, came 
to Carson, Nevada, in 1860, and in 
1801 or 1862, 
came to Washoe 
county as an employe of Barney 
(Jlough, for whom he had worked 
in California. 
In 1868 he was 
elected Treasurer of Washoe county, 
nnd in 1869 married Miss Jennetta 
W. Hastings, to whom there was 
born one' son, Robert Hastings Fra- 
zer, now aged about seven years. 
Twice— in 1870 and in 1872, he was 
re-elected Treasurer, and iu 1884, as 
an independent candidate, was 
elected County Assessor. 
When 
the county seat of Washoe county 
was moved from Wasboe City to 
Keno, in 1871, he became a resident 
o£ this place, and has resided here 
ever since. 
He was among the oldest Odd 
Fellows in the county, of which 
order he has been a prominent 
member, belonging to the subordi- 
nate lodge and Encampment. His 
quiet, positive nature, honest and 
upright bearing, and his fairness in 
all Cusiness matters and with those 
with whom he came in contact, 
begot a confidence that is enjoyed 
by comparatively few men. In his 
death Keno looses one of her best 
citizens, the county one among her 
truest of men and the best of ser- 
vants, and the wife a husband, and 
the son a father whose life has been 
emblematic of honesty-
